What a load of bollards 


Crash-proof bollards are 
being rolled out across 
Kingston in their hundreds.

Man touched 
girl in shop 


A Kingston shopkeeper could 
face prison after he sexually 
touched a 15-year-old school 
girl in his store’s stock room. 

Shahid Hayat, 37, admitted 
engaging in sexual activity 
with the girl in June, after 
“befriending her.” 

Hayat appeared at Kingston 
Crown Court on Thursday, 
September 5, and, speaking 
through an Urdu interpreter, 
pleaded not guilty to rape. 

Judge Charles Tilling accept¬ 
ed there was a lack of evidence 
for rape, as the girl was seen on 
CCTV “voluntarily kissing the 
defendant” and then going into 
the room ahead of him. 

She was then seen leaving 
the room “relatively quickly”, 
the court heard.

Hayat, who has no previous 
convictions, was remanded in 
custody and will be sentenced 
at Kingston Crown Court on 
October 1. 

Judge Tilling said: “The 
CCTV does show that it was 
very much consensual but I 
must warn you that a prison 
sentence is definitely a strong 
possibility.”

“The signage remains in place and the 
dispersal order will continue to run until 
the end of September 2008. The feedback 
from the local residents is immensely posi¬ 
tive.”

Witness to a 
graveyard rob 

An eyewitness has told how a woman 
was mugged during a daylight robbery 
at Kingston Cemetery last weekend. 

The witness, who does not want to be 
named, said the mugging took place at 
the Bonner Hill Road cemetery at 
11.20am on Saturday, September 6. 

He said three police cars were pre¬ 
sent at the scene and he left the ceme¬ 
tery shortly afterwards because his 
wife became distressed at what they 
had seen. 

The cemetery is a popular walking 
spot and is used as a “safe route to 
school” for King Athelstan Primary 
School and Hollyfield School pupils. 

Last November, Cemetery Watch suc¬ 
cessfully campaigned against plans by 
Kingston Council to close the Dawson 
Road pedestrian gate during the week, 
which the council said was to curb an¬ 
tisocial behaviour. 

This was vehemently opposed by 
Norbiton councillor Steve Mama and 
Cemetery Watch, who argued the bor¬ 
ough’s green spaces should be accessi¬ 
ble. 

Kingston police refused to comment 
on the incident and said releasing any 
details would jeopardise their investi¬ 
gation. 

According to the newly released po¬ 
lice crime maps, there were four bur¬ 
glaries, robberies or vehicle thefts 
during July in the area covering 
Kingston Cemetery.

A postcode crime map has 
been launched by the 
Metropolitan Police, showing 
how many burglaries, mug¬ 
gings and vehicle crimes have 
happened in each area of 
Kingston.

An IT worker caught driving 
down a bus lane has escaped a 
fine and three points on his li¬ 
cence after he successfully 
proved a no entry sign in 
Kingston town centre was un¬ 
lawful. 

Kingston Council admitted 
to him there was no traffic 
order for the use of a no entry 
sign in Eden Street and said its 
use was “advisory”. 

Adnan Majeed, 27, was 
pulled over by a police officer 
on a Sunday morning and at 
first thought he would only re¬ 
ceive a fine. 

But the officiousness of the 
officer spurred him into con¬ 
testing the extra three points, 
given for going through the no 
entry sign, after he drove to 
his home in Feltham to deliver 
the penalty notice after forget¬ 
ting to hand it over. 

“If he was that determined 
to give me these points I was 
going to be that determined to 
fight them,” said Mr Majeed. “I 
am a very careful driver and I 
would have accepted the fine. 
But I am an IT contractor and I 
could have lost my job because 
of losing a clean licence. 

“The road signs are not as 


clear cut as people think. In 
the space of four or five min¬ 
utes three or four cars did ex¬ 
actly the same as I did.” 

Motorist lawyers told him he 
should just pay up, but he 
turned to online forum 
Pepipoo which has the tagline 
“Helping the motorist get jus¬ 
tice”.

Mr Majeed said: “If the po¬ 
lice officer hadn’t done that I 
wouldn’t have bothered to con¬ 
test it and I would have three 
points on my licence.” 

A spokesman for the Associa¬ 
tion of British Drivers said: “It 


is not uncommon. If they put 
both signs up and don’t cover 
up the wrong one neither is 
valid. If the regime does not 
comply with the requirements 
of the Secretary of State the 
limits are not enforceable.”

Sky gets tough on 
illegal screenings 


Sky television plans on clamping down 
on pubs showing matches obtained ille¬ 
gally with European cards. 

Media Protection Services (MPS) has 
confirmed that about 40 pubs in 
Kingston and Croydon are under investi¬ 
gation for allegedly dodging official Sky 
contracts, which cost several thousand 
pounds a year. Pub landlords found 
guilty could go to court this year, be 
fined up to £5,000 and could lose their li¬ 
cence. 

MPS is waiting on the result of a land¬ 
mark case at the European High Court 
against a group of pubs which argues 
they should be able to import legally 
under competition law.

Hospital, would not comment 
on Mr Joseph’s case because the 
incidents happened before it 
took over in 2001.

A grip on fake medicine 


The fight against dangerous 
fake medicines could soon 
be aided by a hand-held de¬ 
vice designed with the help 
of Kingston University 
pharmacy researcher Dr 
Reem Kayyali. 

Counterfeit medicines 
often appear identical to the 
real thing but include cheap 
ingredients such as flour or 
cement, which can have a 
devastating impact on peo¬ 
ple taking them. 

Research presented at the 
British Pharmaceutical 
Conference in Manchester 
on September 7 showed Dr 
Kayyali’s device could de¬ 
tect fake medicines by mea¬ 


suring the hardness of the 
drugs, with counterfeit 
paracetamols in tests prov¬ 
ing harder to crush than the 
real thing. 

Laboratory tests already 
exist to identify fake drugs, 
thought to make up about 1 
per cent of total sales in de¬ 
veloped countries and 10 
per cent in the developing 
world, but the portable na¬ 
ture of the device opens up 
the possibility of officials 
performing on-the-spot tests 
of imported medicines.

Kingston Crown Court is throwing open its doors to the public on September 13 as 
part of the Heritage Open Days programme, staging a mock trial and even opening up 
the cells. Ahead of the day, Judge Paul Dodgson, who spent seven years at South¬ 
wark Crown Court before moving to Kingston four months ago, spoke to ALITA HOWE 


He’ll be the judge of that 


What does the work of a 
circuit judge involve? 

Trying criminals trials at the 
Crown Court, which can in¬ 
clude anything up to murder, 
and trying cases at County Court. 
What path do you have to 
take to become a judge? 

When you’ve been a lawyer 
for 10 to 15 years you can apply 
to be a recorder, where you sit 
as a judge three weeks a year. 
After you’ve been a recorder for 
four to five years, you can apply 
to be a judge. 

I was made a recorder in 1992 
and a judge in 2001. 

Have you always wanted to 
be a judge? 

No. I was brought up in East 


Molesey and went to Tiffin 
School, where my father was 
deputy headteacher. He wanted 
me to have a good profession, so 
I studied law at the University 
of Birmingham, but I probably 
would have studied history. 

Do you ever miss being a bar¬ 
rister and arguing cases in 
court? 

I do like arguing! I miss some 
aspects of it, but there are 
many advantages to being a 
judge and I would not go back. 
You are the referee, rather than 
one of the players, which can 
be extremely difficult, especial¬ 
ly for defenders. They are re¬ 
sponsible for someone, but as a 
judge you don’t have the same 


personal involvement as barris¬ 
ters. 

How do you deal with har¬ 
rowing cases? 

You have to try to be detached, 
but it can be very lonely. I al¬ 
ways retire before sentencing 
to collate my thoughts and 
when you get ready to go 
through to a packed courtroom 
it is quite intimidating. 

How much free reign do you 
have in sentencing ? 

The sentencing guidelines are 
a framework, but we have to use 
our discretion to reflect indi¬ 
vidual circumstances and 
cases. There has to be consis¬ 
tency though, otherwise it is 
all just a kind of lottery. 


Do you think judges have 
enough sentencing powers, 
with people increasingly 
concerned about street 
crime and antisocial be¬ 
haviour? 

Yes. The question is, which 
powers are going to make the 
most difference to the individu¬ 
al and the community. I am on 
the parole board and the idea 
that prison is easy street is 
nonsense. We don’t do it if 
there is any way society can be 
protected by a non-custodial 
sentence.

The f i rst 
building 
blocks 

With countless hi-tech 
toys on the market 
claiming to improve 
young children’s speech 
and development, we 
speak to experts who 
explain how the simplest 
of toys like building 
blocks or creative play 
without any toys at all, 
can be just as good.

The very early years of childhood are a 
critical period in the development of 
young minds, and there are a bewildering 
array of hi-tech toys on the market which 
claim to help. 


But parents who feel guilty about not 
being able to afford the latest expensive 
gadgets to aid their little one’s develop¬ 
ment may take heart from new research 
which suggests that the simplest of toys 
may be the most effective learning tools . 

A US study has found that playing with 
coloured blocks may lead to improved lan¬ 
guage development in young children. 
This comes in the wake of other research 
showing that viewing media, such as 
some television and baby DVDs marketed 
with unsubstantiated claims that they 
help development, may actually hinder 
language learning. 

The latest study, which involved 175 tod¬ 
dlers aged between 18 months and two- 
and-a-half years, found that children who 
played with blocks scored 15 per cent high¬ 
er on language assessment than those who 
didn’t. 

The study was led by Dr Dimitri Chris- 
takis, of the University of Washington in 
Seattle, who explains that the reason play¬ 
ing with blocks helps children’s vocabu¬ 
lary is connected to their inner language, 
which is a precursor to speech. 

“As they play with the blocks, children 
are speaking to themselves internally,” he 
says. 

“If they’re building a tower, they’re 
thinking ‘I’ll put that one on top of that 
one’, or if they’re making a car or a castle, 
it’s reinforcing that word in their head.” 

He says parents often help their children 
play with blocks, and this is an interactive 
experience which is key to learning.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : GRANDE PUNTO ABARTH 


A sting in its tail 

Karl Abarth was already a five-time European 
motorcycle racing champion, something of an expert 
in the field of car modification and married to the 
secretary of Ferdinand Porsche's son-in-law when he 
established Abarth & C in 1949, writes Steve Walker. 


This car tuning business began its 
association with Fiat in the early 
1950s, specialising in making racing 
and performance modifications to 
the Turin manufacturer's products. 
Then, in 1971, Fiat brought the firm 
in-house and began using Abarth’s 
expertise and scorpion badge on its 
quickest cars. 

Today, Fiat is busy forcing the 
Abarth brand back into the lime¬ 
light riding on the bodywork of fast 
Fiats like the Grande Punto Abarth. 

The sight of a 1.4-litre engine 
greets you as you lift the Grande 
Punto Abarth's bonnet, not quite the 
power packed piece of plumbing 
that hot hatch enthusiasts might 


have been hoping for. But wait, this 
is the modern era and the latest tech¬ 
nology can make l,368cc go a long 
way. 

With the aid of a Garrett tur¬ 
bocharger, the 1.4-litre T-Jet engine 
can deliver either 152bhp in stan¬ 
dard form or an impressive 177bhp if 
you go for the range topping Es- 
seesse (try saying that with a mouth¬ 
ful of Jacobs cream crackers) 
version. The figures that matter for 
the two versions are the respective 
8.2 and 7.5s for the 0-60mph sprint 
and the 129 and 133mph top speeds. 
Rest assured, the Grande Punto 
Abarth is quick. 

The Grande Punto Abarth is crawl¬ 


ing with scorpions but pest control 
services will not be required. It's the 
Abarth scorpion coat of arms that 
crops up on the grille, the tailgate, 
the wheel hubs and mounted on each 
flank just behind the door handles. 

To further emphasise the car's 
sporting prowess, the elegant shape 
of the standard Grande Punto is 
given more aggression with a re¬ 
designed front bumper sporting en¬ 
larged air-intakes and round fog 
lights. The side skirts and wheelarch 
extensions are in black plastic while 
the rear end gets the now obligatory 
diffuser effect as the plastic under 
body curls up into the back bumper. 


There's also a modest roof-top spoil¬ 
er but overall, Fiat has avoided going 
too over the top with the look of the 
Abarth, preserving the classy lines 
of the standard Grande Punto in the 
process. 

Standard equipment levels on the 
Grande Punto Abarth include Fiat’s 
Blue&Me hands-free communica¬ 
tions system, an MP3-compatible 
stereo, air-conditioning, tinted win¬ 
dows, cruise control and a multi-ad¬ 
justable steering column. 

Safety wise, there's plenty thrown 
in including front, side and window 
airbags, ABS and ESP stability con¬ 
trol.
